THE HATCHING MACHINE.

Timely Heminders ns to Management
of Incubators,

Study your incubator,

Acquaint yourself with all Its parts,

Read the mannfacturer’'s directions
for setting 1t up.

Set It up carefully and according to
Instructions,

Never try to run an incubator In a
drafty place nor near a stove nor where
the sun shines upon it,

Set fertile eges only. Waste no effort
upon those that are donbtful,

Learn how to trim and elean a lamp.

Keep the lamps full and the wick and
tube ¢clean,

Avold smoke,

See that the cges are clean and dry
before setting, them,

Balunce all eggs, large end up, a few
hours before plicing them in the tray.

o not overdll the tray.

Turn every egg the third day.

Cool the eggs every morning,

Be sure your hands are clean when
handling eggs,

Test all eges by the seventh doy.

Test again by the eleventh day.

Test again by the fifteenth day.

If the air space (s too large, supply
molsture: if too small, put & saucer of
dry lime in the room and run withomt
mofsture a day or two,

Do not expect to learn all about the
alr cell the first huteh, You will lenrn
that later.

Do not disturb the eggs after the
evening of the elghteenth day,

Have a regular hour for Incubator
work.

Do not tiuker too much with the reg:
ulator Lefore placing the eggs In the
egg chamber.— Culted States Bulletin,

Concerning Perches,

There is no advantage in placing
perches one above auother, stair fash.
fon, In the bypotenuse of a triangle,
If they be thus arrnuged the distances
of the fierches from each other must
be measurad on the base of the trian
gle, from the fuct that the droppings
fall perpendicularly. They should be
far enough apart to avold solling the
plumage. If there is no economy of
space fo this arrangement there I8 no
argument ror it

Fowls will jump from the lowest
perch to the next and so on to the
highest aud then quarrel. They all
want the highest place. It is prefera-
ble to have the perches placed on a lev.
el platform to cateh the dropplogs. It
may be just high enough to be handy
in cleaning and the perches about one
foot above it. All perches should be
movable, so us to facilitate the applica-
tion of Kerosene when necessary to
every part. DPerches should be at
least two inches wide and rest firmly
In a slot or wortise. Fowls will cling
to one edge of n wide perch, and the
width will give opportunity terest the
welight on the shanks, A very narrow
perch makes It necessary to bear the
weight on the hreastbone, malnly In
one spot, and thus It becomes bent to
one slde. This deformlity s eaused In
many Ilnstances by roosting on the
chimb of a barrel or on the small
Nmbs of trees,—Feather,

Food That Maken l::u'-l.

Milk albumen, whicli Is a byproduct
of the milk sugur foctorles, was eom-
pared with fresh meat amd mest seraps
at the Utah station, with the results
greatly favoring the meat. As the al-
bumen I8 very rich In protein, It ap-
pears that the trouble s owing to its
lack of fat, the fatty material in the
meat belping to lucrease egg produoe
tion, It has been found that lean meat
produces Letter results il with corn
than with wheat, Indicating that the
fatty material must be obtiined some-
how and that when it Is lacking In the
meat it ean be obtalned from a gralo
‘which contains oll, llke corn. Pens at
the Utah station having the most fot
produced most eggs. The sume gen

cesgive years. Hens fed fresh meat
seraps or bone gave a conslderably
better egg vield than those having meat
meal, The results tend to suggest that
the importance of fat in food has been
neglected and that much of the good ef-
fect of meat I8 due to the fat which It
contalus rather than the proteln or
lean portion. .

buildings should appesl to every oue.
